Traffic 
Toll Dips 
Sharply

The nation’s traffic-death toll 
during the extended New Year 
weekend dropped sharply from 
last year’s record and was be­ 
low estimates made by safety 
experts. 
During the 78-hour holiday 
period, 
from 6 p.m., local 
time Friday to midnight Mon­ 
day, 
457 persons lost their 
lives in traffic accidents. 
The total compared to 564 
traffic fatalities during last 
year’s 
three-day New Year 
weekend, the record high for 
any year-end holiday. 
The National Safety Council, 
which had estimated that motor 
vehicle accidents would result 
in between 460 and 540 deaths, 
said motorists were driving 
more safely and the toll “proves 
that improvement is possible.” 
“ Drivers appear to be doing a 
better and safe job than would 
be expected on the basis of past 
performance,” 
a 
council 
spokesman said. 
He said that although there 
was some snow and rain in 
scattered areas, weather con­ 
ditions had little to do with 
the final toll. 


State Traffic Deaths 


Set New Record 


JEFFERSON CITY 
(AP) - 
Once again Missouri has set a 
new record for traffic deaths. 
The 1966 total was 1,374-four 
more than the previous high in 
1965. 
Capt. John A. Berglund, head 
of the Highway Patrol’s traffic 
safety section, said the final 
total undoubtedly will exceed 1,- 
380 
as people die from in­ 
juries suffered last year. 
Berglund attributed the in­ 
crease partly to a boom in travel 
and 
the number of vehicles 
on the highways. He noted gaso­ 
line consumption is up between 
5 and 6 per cent. 
Most of the increase in fatali­ 
ties apparently occurred in ur­ 
ban areas. Kansas City’s total, 
for example, more than doubled.

Haitian Invasion Squelched in Florida Keys Hearnes

KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) — A 
Cuban exile said today that a 
vest-pocket invasion of Haiti, 
designed to eventually lead to a 
war against Fidel Castro, was 
squelched by the arrest of a 
heavily armed band of Latin 
exiles and American adventur­ 
ers. 
However, the chief of the op­ 
eration, Redando 
Masferrer, 
controversial onetime aide of 
Cuban dictator Fulgencio Batis­ 
ta, said 50 commandoes got 
away in a boat before customs 
agents made the arrests in a 
raid at a beachfront home In the 
middle of the Florida Keys Mon­ 
day night. 
But one of the company com­ 
manders said he escaped the 
roundup by crawling away in 
the darkness and hitching a ride 
to Miami. 
The commander, Aton Con­ 
stan zo Palau, later detailed the 
battle plans, which he said in­ 
volved about 75 Cuban exiles, 
30 Haitian exiles and 28 Amer­ 
icans. 
He said 20 exiles already had 
been sneaked into Haiti and 
were supposed to attack and 
seize the airport 
at 
Cape 
Haitian this week. 
Five propeller-driven planes 
would then use the airport as a 
base to bomb the garrison ad­ 
jacent to the presidential palace 
at Port-au-Prince, Conztanzo 
said. 
The remainder of the little 
army was to land at Port-au- 
Prince, rally the rebels already 


In Haiti and replace dictator 
Francois Duvalier with Father 
Jean Baptiste Georges, Con- 
stanzo said. 
Within 30 days the invaders 
hoped to build an army strong 
enough to strike across the nar­ 
row Windward 
Passage and 
overthrow 
Prime 
Minister 
Fidel Castro, Constanzo said. 
Masferrer, one of the 70 ar­ 
rested in the raid, was taken to 
Key West with a busload of other 
commandoes. 
The marshal's office listed 19 
in custody in Key West—includ­ 
ing a woman—and 51 in custody 
in Miami. 
Among those In Key West was 
Father Georges, a former Hait­ 
ian priest who was once educa­ 
tion minister under Duvalier. 
Customs agents, who had 
staked out the staging area in 
the Keys for days, moved in 
Monday night about 8:30 p.m.

The details were not a well- 
kept secret. A CBS camera 


crew has reportedly been film­ 
ing the plotting for six months, 
beginning in a New York base­ 
ment. 
A top CBS news executive 
came to Miami two months ago 
to set up a command post to 
direct coverage of the invasion 
once it left American shores. 
Late In November, there were 
reports that the invasion had 
started. But on Nov. 23, bitter 
Cuban exiles began to talk de­ 
tails, and it turned out that the 
Invasion plans fell apart. 


Napoleon Vila boa, 29, a one­ 
time rebel army captain in 
Cuba, said he was approached 
to be chief of military opera­ 
tions. He said he agreed on the 
understanding he would have 
support from the U3.

Viet Cong Defectors Topped 20,000 in 666 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 
— UJS. officials announced to­ 
day that a record 20,242 Viet 
Cong defected In 1966 with the 
biggest surge coming In the fi­ 
nal two months of the year. 
A UJS. spokesman said the 
1966 total was nearly double the 
11,124 who left the Communist 
ranks during 1965 and was the 
highest number in the four 
years since South Vietnam be­ 
gan the Chieu Hoi —Open Arms 
— program to win over Viet 
Cong adherents. 
In combat developments, only 
minor ground skirmishes were 
reported. In the air there were 
more bombing strikes against 
North Vietnam, two raids by 
B52 heavy bombers in South 
Vietnam and a third in the dem­ 
ilitarized zone. 
n 
Jubilant 
U.S. 
Phantom-Jet 
pilots told a news conference in 
Saigon how they knocked seven 
of North Vietnam's festest M- 
IGs out of the skies north of Ha­ 
noi in less than 14 minutes Mon­ 
day afternoon. 
"We outflow, outshot and out­ 
fought them,” said Air Force 
Col. Robin a d s, 44, of Washing­ 
ton, DjC., the husband of former

In announcing the Viet Cong 
defections, the U.S. spokesman 
said December was a record 
month with 2,516 Communist 
adherents rallying to the South 
Vietnamese side, topping the 
previous monthly high of 8,505 


in November. 
The total for the four years of 
the Chieu Hoi program is more 
than 48,000, 
the spokesman 
said. 
Despite the claim of 20,242 
defections in 1966, the strength 
of Communist forces in South 
Vietnam has remained through­ 
out the year at about 280,000 
men by UJS. official estimates. 
The Communists have filled 
their ranks through recruitment 
and 
Infiltration 
from North 
Vietnam. 
Desertions from the South 
Vietnamese armed forces dur­ 
ing 1965 totalled 113,000and fbr 
the first half of 1966 reached at 
67,000. But allied officials con^ 
tend the desertions in the last 
half of 1966 will show a decline 
because of new stiff penalties 
and Improvement In pay and 
conditions of service. 
A South Vietnamese spokes­ 
man reported that a Viet Cong 
force of about 35 men crossed 
Into South Vietnam from Cam­ 
bodia today and abducted 15 
Vietnamese civilians from a 
border hamlet. 
The spokesman said the Viet

glands, pancreas and lungs. 
Ruby shot Oswald in the base­ 
ment of the Dallas City Jail be­ 
fore a national television audi­ 
ence. 
His death was first revealed 
by radio station KRLD. 
Only Monday, it was disclosed 
that Ruby had made a record­ 
ing insisting that there was no 
conspiracy involved in his kill­ 
ing of Oswald. 
Ruby made the 
recording 
secretly in Parkland Hospital 
while 
gravely ill after 
his 
brother, Earl, took ;< small 
recorder into the 
.iospltal 
room. 
A Ruby lawyer, Elmer Gertz, 
said the recording was part of a 
46-minute album that Capitol 
Records would issue on the as­ 
sassination. 
Most of the twice-daily bulle­ 
tins on Ruby's condition have 
echoed the word unchanged and 
the phrase resting comfortably. 
“His condition remains essen­ 
tially unchanged from Sunday,” 
the last bulletin Monday had 
said. 
But It was known that Ruby 
had lost as much as 10 pounds 
in weight in 10 days and a 
source said over the weekend 
that to “had given up.”

slums, Ruby was little known 
even in Dallas until he stepped 
in front of the nation's tele­ 
vision cameras with a snub­ 
nosed revolver and shot Oswald 
In the Dallas County Jail base­ 
ment.

EYES ON THE STATES 
Legislatures of 47 states will meet in 1967, 
starting with those of California, Idaho, Mon­ 
tana, Ohio and Tennessee on Monday (Jan. 2). 
With legislatures of all but three states, Ken­ 
tucky, M ississippi, Virginia —meeting this year, 
a good deal of constitutional and other kinds of 
reform is being urged. Of the convening legis­ 
latures, 46 are apportioned substantially on pop­ 
ulation. 
Mrs. Robert J. Stuart, president of the League 
of Women Voters, is asking her membership to 
do two things: 
"F irst, to step up their efforts 
to inform themselves and other citizens about 
the structure and function of their state govern­ 
ments, and second, to work on selected issues 
important to the people of their states and by 
concentrated attention see that legislative action 
on those issues is successfully concluded." 
The LWV is no weak reed. Long before the U.S. 
Supreme Court's 
one-man, one-vote decision 
was 
handed down, Leagues in more than 30 
states were lobbying for and stirring up com­ 
munity interest in reapportionment of the state 
lawmaking bodies. When the Dirksen amendment 
threatened the principle handed down by the high 
bench, Sen. Paul H. Douglas (D-Ill.) and others 
credited the League with rallying essential grass 
roots support for its defeat. 
The LWV is not, of course, the only group 
interested in legislative reform . Among study 
and action groups are the American Assembly, 
the Citizens Conference on State Legislatures, 
Advisory Commission on Inter Governmental Re­ 
lations, American Political Science Association, 
Committee for Economic Development, Council 
of State Governments, Eagleton Institute, Na­ 
tional Conference of State Legislative Leaders, 
National Legislative Conference, National Mu­ 
nicipal League, National Society of State Legis­ 
lators, Urban Studies Center, and the "new" U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce. 
No fewer than nine national agencies, according 
to David H. Beetle, writing in The Nation, have 
nearly S4 million to spend on legislative reform 
in the next two or three years. "Much of it," 
Beetle reports, "is Ford and Carnegie money." 
Because of their tax-exempt status, most if 
not all of these agencies will have to lay out 
the foundation "funny money" - as it is called 
in the academic community - on education, 
study, and research. The LWV, conversely, suf­ 
fers no constraint against lobbying. 
Taxes will be a major concern for the 47 state 
legislatures meeting in 1967. Tax activity was 
slight this year, even though state tax collections 
increased by one-eighth. 
States’ right tradi­ 
tionalists do not welcome the news, but state 
tax collections have almost doubledin six years, 
moving at a rate much faster than that of the 
federal government. 
A report issued on Dec. 19 by the bipartisan 
advisory Commission on Inter-governmental 
Relations, a high-level body of administration, 
congressional, and state and local officials, dis­ 
closed that 15 new taxes had been imposed since 
1959 and more than 200 rate increased had been 
enacted. 
All but eight of the states tax retail 
sales, and 33 tax personal income. 
Twenty-

But the 
Commission warns that state legislators and 
governors face "the hard choice between politi­ 
cally popular tax reduction proposals and the 
pressures to spend state funds in order to chip 
away at the backlog of unmet public needs."

Electrification, NAM said that 
the purpose of the bill propos­ 
ing this is to make rural coop­ 
eratives less dependent on gov­ 
ernment financing.

Low-rate Lending 
Despite 
the 
legislation’s 
stated aim 
to make the bank 
“privately owned, operated and 
financed,” the 
Association 
pointed out 
that the 
Bank 
would be financed by an initial 
$750 million advance from the 
U.S. Treasury. The Bank would 
pay no interest on this money. 
There 
is no timetable for its 
repayment, other than a pro­ 
vision that the first installment 
could not be paid before 1981. 
If the 
Bank ran a deficit, 
It 
could borrow more money with­ 
out 
limit and without Con­ 
gressional appropriation. 
In addition, the present low- 
rate 
2 % loan program of the 
Rural Electrification Adminis­ 
tration would continue. “ Loans

made by

Bank Not Needed 
“ Although we 
endorse 
the 
objective of shifting the fi­

source to private 
sources, we cannot support the 
bill since it does not incorpo­ 
rate any effective steps in that 
direction but, to the contrary, 
moves greatly in the direction 
of further massive federal in­ 
volvement in this type of lend­ 
ing activity.” 
It is unwise and unnecessary 
to use tax money to do a job 
that can be done by tax-paying 
electric companies, NAM said. 
“ Moreover, 
there is no in­ 
dication that the 
appropriate 
functions of rural electric coop­ 
eratives 
over forthcoming 
years would require financing 
on the scale contemplated. The

The idea came from Luciano 
Vincenzoni, whose scripts for 
some of the made-in-Italy West­ 
erns which made American six- 
gun classics seem like nursery 
tales. 
The Italian hits had the blood­ 
iest fist fights and (he most . 
wholesale shootings ever shown 


on an Italian 
screen, and au­ 
diences loved it. 
Vincenzoni 
said producers 
were eager about his plan to 
apply the same treatment 
to 
speakeasy Chicago and he had 
the first three gang glorifiers 
under way. 
Vincenzoni pointed out that 
filming should be easier than 
for the Italian cowboy movies. 
Film companies had to hunt all 
over Italy for the right kind oí 
deserts and wild prarie country 
for their corrals, ranch houses 
and saloon sets. For Chicago it 
can all be studio filmed. 
For the Westerns, Italian mov­ 
ie makers had to shop around 
for at least a few American 
cowboy-looking actors for star­ 
ring roles.

WASHINGTON - The 
new 
congress will take a sharp look 
at the menace of corroding 
oil and gas pipelines which 
could cause a 
Vesuvius in 
some of the nation’s most popu­ 
lous areas. 
Some 
of the gas pipelines 
that run through towns 
and 
suburbs, often unmarked, are 
aging. Laws requiring replace­ 
ments 
simply do not exist in 
most states. In feet, 24 states 
have no code at all governing 
pipelines. 
One pipeline 
explosion 
at 
Natchitoches, La., last year 
killed 17 
and 
injured three. 
The exploding 
gas sent three 
heavy chunks of metal hurtling 
distances of 130 
feet to 350 
feet and dug a crater 27 feet 
long, 20 feet wide and 10 feet 
deep. 
In Fairfax. Va., a 
suburb 
of the nation's capital, a stuck 
valve at a tank ferm recently 
allowed 90,000 gallons of high- 
octane gasoline to escape. This 
inflammable 
and 
explosive 
flood 
poured 
down a storm 
drain, flowed through the sew­ 
age system, endangering sev­ 
eral homes in the area and fin­ 
ally wound up in a three - acre 
pond at the Army-NavyCoun­ 
try Club where the nation's top 
generals and admirals relax. 
When the fire 
marshal ar­ 
rived at the tank ferm, he could 
get no blueprints of the piping 
layout. 
“No plans were available so 
we had to draw them by hand," 
Fire 
Marshal 
George Alex­ 
ander reported to the city man­ 
ager. 
Fortunately it was a damp 
day, and no one flicked a cig­ 
arette butt into a storm drain. 
Otherwise the whole area might 
have gone up in a fireball. 
During the past 15 years, 2,- 
294 pipeline failures have been 
reported. Yet this is probably 
a mere fraction of the failures 
that have actually 
occurred. 
For not until last September 
did the Federal 
Power Com­ 
mission demand that pipeline 
feilures be reported. Previous­ 


ly only nine states 
required 
reports. 
Ot the 150,000 miles of inter­ 
state pipelines, an alarming 60 
per cent is subject to no state 
regulation. 
The industry has 
established 
its 
own 
safety 
code, which is not mandatory 
and no enforcement provisions. 
Nevertheless all attempts 
by 
the Federal Power Commission 
to set uniform safety standards 
have been opposed by the oil and 
gas lobby. 
Note - 
Most common cause 
of pipe punctures have been 
ferm implements and excava­ 
tion machinery. Second most 
reported cause has been corro­ 
sion. Ot the latter, 
most in­ 
volved 
external corrosion 
which could have been spotted 
by federal inspectors. 
END OF ANTIMONOPOLY 
A backstage debate is taking 
place 
between White House 
strategists 
and Democratic 
senators which could kill the 
entire antimonopoly * program 
initiated 
by the late 
Sen. 
Estes Kefeuver of Tennessee. 
The White House has asked 
Sen. Phil Hart, Detroit Demo­ 
crat who inherited the chair­ 
manship of Kefeuver*s 
anti- 
monopoly 
committee, 
to 
shift over to the Senate Ap­ 
propriations Committee. 
This is because LBJ antici­ 
pates trouble getting his great 
society 
program funded, and 
needs a loyal supporter such 
as Hart to back him up. 
However, if Hart shifts from 
the antimonopoly committee, 
which is part 
of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, his suc­ 
cessor will he Sen. Tom Dodd, 
D-Conn. Dodd has 
been 
a 
felrly consistent supporter of 
antimonopoly, except 
where 
Connecticut insurance 
com­ 
panies are involved. Here he 
has practiced flagrant fevori- 
tism. 
There has been no real 
investigation of the insurance 
companies by Dodd. Further­ 
more he has shown himself sus­ 
ceptible to doing fevors 
tor 
corporations which contribute 
to him. 


If Hart makes the shift, the 
excellent staff which he and 
Kefeuver have built up would 
be dropped. 
White House emissaries have 
argued that Hart hasn't passed 
a single piece of antitrust legis­ 
lation since he's been on the job. 
This is true. It results partly 
from the feet that Hart is a nice 
guy, 
not the relentless cru­ 
sader Kefeuver was; but more 
the feet that the big monopolies 
have stacked the antimonopoly 
committee. 
Their chief friend on 
the 
committee is Sen.EvDirksen, 
the Republican leader whose 
Peoria,. 111., law firm has been 
retained by more big corpora­ 
tions, ranging from Texas to 
New York, than anyothes small 
town law firm in the nation. 
Another 
roadblock against 
antimonopoly legislation is Sen. 
Roman Hruska, R-Neb., a con­ 
sistent and devoted friend of 
big business. 
The chief White House 
em­ 
issary who is pressing Hart to 
transfer 
is 
Vice President 
Humphrey, who as a 
senator 
was a vigorous battler against 
monopoly. 
Note - The 
Federal Trade 
Commission 
estimates that 
business is 
combining so fast 
that by 1975 200 corporations 
will control 7 0 per cent of all the 
manufacturing 
assets of the 
nation.

Commissioner of 
Agricul­ 
ture 
Dexter Davis has 
pro­ 
posed a state - wide meat in­ 
spection law which 
would pro­ 
vide for uniform inspection of 
meat slaughtered in the more 
than 400 
slaughtering houses 
now without 
either federal or 
state inspections. 
Deputy 
Commission 
of 
Education 
Del mar 
Cobble 
stated recently that his 
de­ 
partment would like to see a 
strengthening 
of the state's 
School 
Foundation Program, 
which allocates state finances 
to public schools, and in addi­ 
tion, a change in the means of 
school 
district 
reorganiza­ 
tion. 
Although the state 
has seen 
more than 8,400 
school dis­ 
tricts consolidated into 887 dis­ 
tricts 
since about 1948, Cob­ 
ble 
said they have reached a 
point 
where there are still 
many schools 
too small to of­ 
fer effective program s. 
In addition, he emphasized 
that many districts with high 
schools are serving less than 
100 to 200 high 
school stu­ 
dents. These need to be further 
combined, he said, to offer more 
effective secondary program s. 
Present statutes provide that 
local school districts shall take 
the initiative to reorganize and 
form larger districts, leaving 
the 
Department 
of Education 
with only the power to approval 
of consolidation plans. 
Cobble pointed out that 
a 
recent educational study spon­ 
sored by the governor's office 
recommended a m aster plan for 
elementary and secondary edu­ 
cation which would include rec­ 
ommendations for reorganiza­ 
tion to originate from the De­ 
partm ent. 


To 
encourage 
reo rg an ise 
tion, the governor's study sug­ 
gested the Department of Edu­ 
cation set up an “ incentive*1 
program offering building funds 
to districts which had 
con­ 
solidated or were considering 
it to provide more effective 
educational program s. 
Cobble 
said he favors this 
approach, 
in that the m aster 
plan would place the initiative 
in the 
Department of Educa­ 
tion 
for suggesting reorgani­ 
zation programs. 
To offer 
a 
comprehensive 
secondary 
program , 
Cobble 
said a high school should have 
at least 
500 students 
and be 
graduating at least 100 a year 
as 
a 
minimum standard for 
rural areas — the figure would 
be even higher for urban high 
schools, he added. 
Improvements in the School 
Foundation program which the 
Department tevors include the 
“ incentive plan" for building 
funds 
previously mentioned, 
and 
additional subsidies 
for 
kindergarten program s. 
Cobble said kindergarten pro­ 
gram s have been a part of the 
state's standards for “ Triple- 
A '' schools for 15 years, but to

To aid local districts in their 
program s, he pointed out that 
the Department would like to 
see a constitutional amendment

Thi m as 
Paine and 
P atrick 
Henry came from very 
lifferent backgrounds, but they shared one thing in com ­ 
mon 
a love of freedom. 
To them , this freedom was worth as much as life it­ 
self. It is often w orthwhile for Am ericans of this day 
and age to reflect on the contributions our forefathers 
made in order to preserve the ideals many of us now 


take for granted. 
T hom as Paine, an E nglishm an by 
birth and the son of a poor fam ily, 
fled to A m erica in 1774 to escape the 
ty ra n n y i f King G eorge III. E arly 
in 
177f*. Paine w rote 
a 
pam phlet. 
“C mmi n Sense,” which hail a tr e ­ 
m endous effect in crystallizing colo­ 
nial opinion and b ring ing about the 
D eclaration of Independence, 
T hro ug ho ut the w ar, Paine w rote inspiring new spaper 
pieces which he titled “The A m erican C risis,’ or simply 
the “ C risis" papers. These two w ere a potent force in 
the cause of freedom. P ain e ’s w riting s sustained morale 
and created hope when A m erican fortu nes w ere a t a 
low ebb. 
P atrick H enry, on the oth e r hand, was a w ealthy trial 
law yer and land speculator ju st prior to the Revolution. 
L arg ely self-educated, he quickly becam e a leader am ong 
the citizens of V irginia and spoke out for individual free­ 
dom on every occasion available. 
As an orato r, he had no equal. His words, "Give me 
liberty or give me d eath ,” are fam iliar to all Am ericans. 
Today, we can learn much from these tw o men anil 
the countless thousands like them . O ur fo re fa th e rs showed 
us th e necessity of preservin g o u r own freedom and sh a r­ 
ing it w ith others. 
As advocates of freedom, T hom as P aine and Patrick 
H enry never faltered in the belief th a t th eir cause was 
ju st and th eir duty clear. T h eir choice was freedom, and 
thev stuck to it.

peace; Brezhnev is now adopt­ 
ing Khrushchev’s policies. 
WASHINGTON - The biggest 
foreign 
policy development to 
watch in the year 1967 is the 
unofficial 
alignment 
be­ 
tween 
the USA 
and 
the 
USSR. 
Despite public speeches in 
Moscow berating U. S. 
im ­ 
perialism 
in Vietnam, 
and 
despite speeches in Washing­ 
ton 
denouncing 
Communism, 
the Soviet and American 
gov­ 
ernm ents 
are 
deliberate­ 
ly 
settling 
into a groove 
in 
which the two would move to­ 
ward world peace. 
This 
lias 
brought howls of 
anguish 
from Peking, 
where 
the radio almost every 
week 
denounces the Russians as the 
, “ Stooges b tor 
tary im perialists." 
Significantly the current poli­ 
cy 
is the one advocated 
by 
Nikita Khrushchev 
but gen­ 
erally 
rejected by John 
F. 
Kennedy until near the end of 
his career. 
In August, 1961, during 
the 
height of the Berlin crisis, 
Khrushchev told me at the end 
of a 
two - day 
interview: 
'’Please 
tell President Ken­ 
nedy that if 
our two nations 
can stand together, 
no nation 
can ever start a w ar.” 
He was 
referring chiefly to 
Red China. 
Kennedy did not take Khrush­ 
chev 
up on this offer until the 
sum m er of 1963, a few months 
before JFK was assassinated. 
Meanwhile, Khrushchev had his 
own problems with the 
Red 
arm y and Russian defense in­ 
dustries. The latter 
are just 
as demanding 
for orders 
as 
Boeing, General Dynamics and 
the 
big defense plants in the 
United States. They joined the 
arm y in 
objecting to Khrush­ 
chev’s budget cuts and 
his 
withdrawal 
from Cuba during 
the m issile crisis without get­ 
ting 
any 
return concessions 
from the United States. 
Kennedy had exacted a tough 
price from Khrushchev in Cuba 
.. a complete and ignominious 
withdrawal which was excellent 
for the Democratic party three 
weeks before an important con­ 
gressional election. 
But Khrushchev also faced 
political 
problems 
at home, 
and 
both Adali Stevenson and 
Averell Harriman urged Ken­ 
nedy 
to agree 
to withdraw 
American interm ediate - range 
m issiles from Turkey in order 
to 
pacify Khrushchev's do­ 
m estic critics. The Joint Chiefs 
of Staff had recommended that 
these m issiles be withdrawn 
anyway as valueless. And they 
have now been withdrawn. But 
at that time — October, 1962— 
Kennedy refused to make any 
public 
statement 
linking the 
Russian withdrawl from Cuba 
with our 
m issile withdrawal 
from Turkey. 
BREZHNEV INCREASED 
SPENDING 
Leonid Brezhnev, who 
re­ 
placed Khrushchev, had 
the 
backing of the Red arm y and So­ 
viet defense industries. Brezh­ 
nev, then 
in charge of indus­ 
trial 
production, 
was 
con­ 
sidered a sure bet to increase 
m ilitary spending. 
U. S. 
Intelligence agencies 
have now verified what I 
re­ 
ported in 1961, that Khrushchev 
had consistently opposed 
the 
Soviet Defense Lobby. Brezh­ 
nev 
immediately boosted the 
defense budget by more 
than 
50 per cent. U .S . Intelligence 
now reports that the 12 billion 
ruble 
budget 
for 1965 was 
only half what the Soviet Union 
actually 
spent for defense.

espionage satellites and show 
more than 300 new ICBM mis- 


slle sites and the beginnings of 
an anti • missile m issile sys- 
tm. 
The political picture inside 
Russia is now 
fairly 
clear. 
Prem ier Alexei Kosygin, who 
favored consumer spending, as 
against military spending, has 
been out in front taking

bows, partly to placate the Rus­ 
sian people, also to placate the 
United States. But Brezhnev, 
who favored military spending, 
has been the power behind the 
scenes. 
Now that Russia has narrowed

There has also been cooper­ 
ation between the United States 
and Russia in India, in regard 
to both weapons 
and wheat. 
And you can look for 
more 
cooperation

The FBI, the Internal Revenue 
Service, the Narcotics Bureau, 
the Labor Dept.’s 
compliance 
division and the others in the 
"community’’ are under strict 
orders from Acting 
Attorney 
General 
Clark not to spike, 
bug o r tap 
unless it 
is 
a 
m atter of life and 
death 
or 
national security. 
Yet even the 
embattled Bob 
Kennedy 
said in 
a 
little- 
known document on Sept. 
25, 
1963, that: 
" . . .if we are to make maxi­

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COON AND SNIPE 
HUNTING 
When I was a boy two activi­ 
ties in the deep woods were very 
popular with men and boys. One 
was coon hunting. The other was 
snipe hunting. 
In those days there was little 
or no market for coon pelts, 
so instead of hunting those game 
anim als for the money that could 
be earned, men and boys - and 
dogs - hunted them for the fun 
which 
followed 
when a con­ 
nection could be formed be­ 
tween coon and dog. Moonlight 
nights always were selected for 
the 
hunt. 
Several axes and 
several dogs were taken along. 
Thus, when a coon could not be 
dislodged from a tree by nim­ 
ble 
clim bers, the tree 
was 
chopped down. 
Scores of the 
finest 
forest 
trees 
were 
destroyed in 
Monroe 
County 
most 
every 
season because 
coons had taken refuge in them 
as the hunters approached. 
To fell one of those trees was 
no sm all task. 
In fact, two or 
three hours of hard chopping by- 
expert axmen was required. As 
for the owners, nobody 
ever 
thought of asking their consent. 
No sooner would the tree crash 
to the ground than hunters and 
dogs closed in on the coon. The 
fight which followed more than 
compensated for all the labor 
and effort that had gone before. 
Eager dogs always found in the 
coon a worthy foe. Usually, he 
could hold his own with most 
any dog in the pack, provided 
the other dogs were held back 
in order to give him a sporting 
chance. 
Nothing was quite so em bar­ 
rassing to a hunter as to see his 
dog 
turn tail and go 
yelping 
away after the coon had gotten 
the best of him. By turning dogs 
loose one at a time the contest 
could be prolonged until 
the 
game 
coon was worn out and 
killed. 
Two or three tim es during the 
winter a coon fight would 
be 
staged in M argreiter’s Hall in 
Paris, where the 0»id Fellows 
Hall now is. An admission fee 
would be charged. 
My father 
always attended and would take 
all his boys. As sporting events 
these town coon fights provided 
more excitement than those out 
in the woods. This was because 
dog 
owners 
and spectators 
usually became involved before 
the evening was over. 
Men and boys would be herded 
around 
the walls, leaving the 
center of the hall for coon and 
dog. 
Human fights would be 
provoked by efforts of an owner 
to assist his dog or to rescue 
it when the coon was getting the 
best of it. 
Snipe hunting, I believe has be­ 
come a lost art. Nothing elese 
provided quite so much mirth 
for the local community. Four 
things were required for a snipe 
hunt. 
F irst, a greenhorn from 
the city, second, two candles, 
third, a board on which to set 
the candles, fourth, a bag for the 
snipe. 
As a prelim inary, however, it 
was necessary for local con­ 
spirators to talk snipe hunting 
in the presence of the city slick­ 
e r. 
This fired him with zeal 
for 
the sport. 
Then, having 
worked him to a high pitch of 
anticipation, the conspirators 
would choose a very dark night 
for the hunt and invite him to go 
along. 
In wagons the hunters would 
drive several miles into the 
country, then walk two or three 
m iles 
through pastures 
and 
brush into the heart of distant 
deep woods. 
The board would 
be placed flat on the ground. 
A lighted candle would be set at 
each end of it. The greenhorn 
would crouch behind the board 
and hold the opened sack in 
position to catch the snipe when 
the others drove them in from 
the 
darkness. Then the town 
men, who usually were rein­ 
forced by a number of 
farm 
men and boys, would drift out 
into the night. 
The city slicker thought they 
soon would return, driving large 
coveys of snipe into the candle- 
lighted sack he was holding. In-

On February 4, 1964, 
the 
Twenty • fourth Amendment to 
the Constitution was ratified. 
That Amendment reads: 
“Section 1. The right of citi­ 
zens of tiie United States to vote 
in any primary or other elec­ 
tion for President of Vice Pres­ 
ident, for electors for Presi­ 
dent or Vice President, or for 
Senator or Representative 
in 
Congress, shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States 
or any State 
by reason of 
failure to pay any poll tax or 
other tax. 
“Section 
2. The Congress 
shall have power to enforce this 
article by appropriate legisla­ 
tion.” 
The most casual reading of 
this Amendment indicates that 
the Amendment in no way pre­ 
vents the States from making

Visitors were rare after Ruby 
was jailed. He was inaccessible 
except to his ftimily, lawyers 
and investigators. 
One visitor in the county jail 


was Chief Justice Earl Warren, 
who was present when Ruby 
was given a lie detector (poly­ 
graph) test. In the test, Ruby 
denied that there was any con­ 
spiracy connecting him with the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy. 
Ruby denied knowing Oswald, 
and he denied personally know­ 
ing Dallas Police Patrolman 
JJD. Tlppit whom Oswald also 
was accused of shooting to 
death on an Oak Cliff Street 
soon after President Kennedy 
was killed. 
Since being taken to the hospi­ 
tal, Ruby had insisted on anoth­ 
er lie detector test in an effort 
to prove there was no conspira­ 
cy. Experts and doctors said the 
advanced state of his cancer 
prevented the test from having 
validity. 
Ruby had been only semi suc­ 
cessful when he shot Oswald 
and was thrown to the floor by 
Dallas police. 
At 52, Ruby was known as the 
operator of the Carousel Club,a 
tough guy who acted as his own 
bouncer and would throw you 
out if you “looked at the girls 
wrong” and a “Damon Runyon 
type who would give you the 
shirt off his back.” 
He usually carried a pistol, 
friends said, but had never been 
known to use it until he darted 
between Oswalds’ police escorts 
and shot him once in the abdo­ 
men. 
Ruby, friends and enemies 
alike agreed, was a man who 
wanted to attain “class,” a 
word he used frequently in de 
scribing people who impressed 
him. 
George Senator, who shared 
an Oak Cliff apartment with 
Ruby when the Oswald killing 
occurred, said Ruby never took 
any part in politics. “I doubt if 
he ever voted much,” Senator 
said. 
But when Ruby was asked 
why he killed Oswald, he said 
it was to spare Mrs. John F. 
Kennedy the anguish of having 


to go back to Dallas for Os­ 
wald’s murder trial. 
He wanted peace for Mrs. 
Kennedy, he said. 
One of his sisters said, ’Jack 
died peacefully.” She said she 
had visited Ruby at 9 a.m. and 
at that time he was sleeping 
peacefully. Mrs. Grant, Earl 
Ruby and Dallas lawyer Phil 
Burleson had visited him. 
After Ruby made his state­ 
ment to the Warren Commis­ 
sion representatives, there was 
still doubt in 
many minds. 
When books and periodicals 
began dwelling on the point, and 
some said flatly that Ruby knew 
Oswald, that Ruby was a friend 
of Tlppit and that the assassi­ 
nation was planned by a huge 
group of conspirators, Ruby 
asked the second lie detector 
test 
Then only over the last week­ 
end, it was revealed that one of 
Ruby’s last acts was to record 
another statement denying any 
conspiracy. 
A Dallas jury sentenced Ruby 
to death after a stormy, month­ 
long trial before Dist. Judge Joe 
B. Brown in March 1964. But the 
Texas Court of Criminal Ap­ 
peals overturned the conviction 
last October. 
A new trial was scheduled for 
Wichita Falls, Tex., tentatively 
in February.

EYES ON THE STATES 
Legislatures of 47 states will meet in 1967, 
starting with those of California, Idaho, Mon­ 
tana, Ohio and Tennessee on Monday (Jan. 2). 
With legislatures of all but three states, Ken­ 
tucky, Mississippi, Virginia —meeting this year, 
a good deal of constitutional and other kinds of 
reform is being urged. Of the convening legis­ 
latures, 46 are apportioned substantially on pop­ 
ulation. 
Mrs. Robert J. Stuart, president of the League 
of Women Voters, is asking her membership to 
do two things: 
“ First, to step up their efforts 
to inform themselves and other citizens about 
the structure and function of their state govern­ 
ments, and second, to work on selected issues 
important to the people of their states and by 
concentrated attention see that legislative action 
on those issues is successfully concluded.” 
The LWV is no weak reed. Long before the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s 
one-man, one-vote decision 
was 
handed down, Leagues in more than 30 
states were lobbying for and stirring up com­ 
munity interest in reapportionment of the state 
lawmaking bodies. When the Dirksen amendment 
threatened the principle handed down by the high 
bench, Sen. Paul H. Douglas (D—111.) and others 
credited the League with rallying essential grass 
roots support for its defeat. 
The LWV7 is not, of course, the only group 
interested in legislative reform. Among study 
and action groups are the American Assembly, 
the Citizens Conference on State Legislatures, 
Advisory Commission on InterGovernmental Re­ 
lations, American Political Science Association, 
Committee for Economic Development, Council 
of State Governments, Eagleton Institute, Na­ 
tional Conference of State Legislative Leaders, 
National Legislative Conference, National Mu­ 
nicipal League, National Society of State Legis­ 
lators, Urban Studies Center, and the “ new” U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce. 
No fewer than nine national agencies, according 
to David II. Beetle, writing in The Nation, have 
nearly S4 million to spend on legislative reform 
in the next two or three years. “ Much of it,” 
Beetle reports, “ is Ford and Carnegie money.” 
Because of their tax-exempt status, most if 
not all of these agencies will have to lay out 
the foundation “funny money” - as it is called 
in the academic community - on education, 
study, and research. The LWV, conversely, suf­ 
fers no constraint against lobbying. 
Taxes will be a major concern for the 47 state 
legislatures meeting in 1967. Tax activity was 
slight this year, even though state tax collections 
increased by one-eighth. 
States’ right tradi­ 
tionalists do not welcome the news, but state 
tax collections have almost doubled in six years, 
moving at a rate much faster than that of the 
federal government. 
A report issued on Dec. 19 by the bipartisan 
advisory Commission on Inter-governmental 
Relations, a high-level body of administration, 
congressional, and state and local officials, dis­ 
closed that 15 new taxes had been imposed since 
1959 and more than 200 rate increased had been 
enacted. 
All but eight of the states tax retail 
sales, and 33 tax personal income. 
Twenty- 
seven tax both. 
Many states enter the new year with operating- 
fund surpluses at hand or anticipated. But the 
Commission warns that state legislators and 
governors face “ the hard choice between politi­ 
cally popular tax reduction proposals and the 
pressures to spend state funds in order to chip 
away at the backlog of unmet public needs.”

Over 98% of all rural areas 
are served by electrlcty,

privately 
owned power com­ 
panies can provide additional 
service in the future.

necessary 
to create a multi-billion dollar 
Rural Electric Bank to 
make 
low-rate loans to tax-exempt 
rural electric cooperatives, the 
National Association of Manu­ 
facturers has asked Congress. 
In a statement filed with the 
Senate Subcommittee on Agri­ 
cultural Credit 
and 
Rural 
Electrification, NAM said that 
the purpose of the bill propos­ 
ing this is to make rural coop­ 
eratives less dependent on gov­ 
ernment financing. 
Actually, 
NAM said, 
it would do the 
opposite. 
Low-rate Lending 
Despite 
the 
legislation’s 
stated aim 
to make the bank 
“ privately owned, operated and 
financed," the 
Association 
pointed out 
that 
the 
Bank 
would be financed by an initial 
$750 million advance from the 
U.S. Treasury. The Bank would 
pay no interest on this money. 
There 
is no timetable for its 
repayment, other than a pro­ 
vision that the first installment 
could not be paid before 1981. 
If the 
Bank ran a deficit, 
it 
could borrow more money with­ 
out 
limit 
and without Con­ 
gressional appropriation. 
In addition, the present low- 
rate 2% loan program of the 
Rural Electrification Adminis­ 
tration would continue. “ Loans 
could also be 
made by 
the 
Bank for the construction 
of 
generating 
and transmission 
facilities and for the acquisi­ 
tion of facilities 
owned by 
municipalities 
or 
investor- 
owned companies," NAM said. 
Bank Not Needed 
“ Although we 
endorse 
the 
objective 
of shifting 
the fi­ 
nancing of 
the 
appropriate 
function of rural electric coop­ 
eratives from a subsidized gov­ 
ernment 
source 
to 
private 
sources, we cannot support the 
bill since it does not incorpo­ 
rate any effective steps in that 
direction but, to the contrary 
moves greatly in the direction 
of further massive federal in­ 
volvement in this type of lend­ 
ing activity." 
It is unwise and unnecessary 
to use 
tax money to do a job 
that can be done by tax-paying 
electric companies, NAM said. 
“ Moreover, 
there is no in­ 
dication that the 
appropriate 
functions of rural electric coop­ 
eratives 
over 
forthcoming 
years would require financing 
on the scale contemplated. The 
pressures and temptations 
to 
use this money to build glint 
tax-exempt generating 
and 
transmission facilities, which 
would 
unfairly compete with 
tax-paying electric companies, 
would be well-nigh 
irresist­ 
ible," the state said.

Little Caesar right here in the 
hometown of ancient Rome's 
big Caesar. 


And it should shock some of 
the prohibition -day old timers 
who thought they were tough. 
The movie makers say their 
Italian -style American ganster 
films 
will exaggerate Chicago 
just as their 
Italian - style 
American 
cowboy 
movies 
exaggerated 
Yuma and Dodge 
Citv by making things rougher 
and bloodier than they ever real, 
ly were. 


The idea came from Luciano 
Vincenzoni, whose scripts for 
some of the made-in-Italy West­ 
erns which made American six- 
gun classics seem like nursery 
tales.

eager about hts plan to 
apply the same treatment

speakeasy Chicago and he had 
the first three gang glorifiers 
under way. 
Vincenzoni pointed out that 
filming should be easier than 
for the Italian cowboy movies. 
Film companies had to hunt all 
over Italy for the right kind of 
deserts and wild prarie country 
for their corrals, ranch houses 
and saloon sets. For Chicago it 
can all be studio filmed. 
For the Westerns, Italian mov­ 
ie makers had to shop around 
for at least a few American 
cowboy-looking actors for star­ 
ring roles. 
But they think they can use 
all • Italian casts in the gangster 
films. They say it shouldn't be 
hard to cast Italians in roles 
such asAl Capone or others who 
were from Italy in the first 
place. 


WASHINGTON - The 
new 
congress will take a sharp look 
at the menace of corroding 
oil 
and gas pipelines which 
could cause a 
Vesuvius in 
some of the nation's most popu­ 
lous areas. 
Some 
of the 
gas pipelines 
that run through towns 
and 
suburbs, often unmarked, are 
aging. Laws requiring replace­ 
ments 
simply do not exist in 
most states. In fact, 24 states 
have 
no code at all governing 
pipelines. 
One pipeline 
explosion 
at 
Natchitoches, La., last year 
killed 17 
and 
injured three. 
The exploding 
gas sent three 
heavy chunks of metal hurtling 
distances of 130 
feet to 350 
feet and dug a crater 27 feet 
long, 20 feet wide and 10 feet 
deep. 
In Fair&x. Va., a 
suburb 
of the nation's capital, a stuck 
valve at a tank farm recently 
allowed 90,000 gallons of high- 
octane gasoline to escape. This 
inflammable 
and 
explosive 
flood 
poured 
down a storm 
drain, flowed through the sew­ 
age system, endangering sev­ 
eral homes in the area and fin­ 
ally wound up in a three • acre 
pond at the Army - Navy Coun­ 
try Club where the nation's top 
generals and admirals relax. 
When the fire 
marshal ar­ 
rived at the tank farm, he could 
get no blueprints of the piping 
layout. 
“No plans were available so 
we had to draw them by hand," 
Fire 
Marshal 
George Alex­ 
ander reported to the city man­ 
ager. 
Fortunately it was a 
damp 
day, and no one flicked a cig­ 
arette butt into a storm drain. 
Otherwise the whole area might 
have gone up in a fireball. 
During the past 15 years, 2,- 
294 pipeline failures have been 
reported. Yet this is probably 
a mer e fraction of the failures 
that have actually 
occurred. 
For not until last September 
did the Federal 
Power Com­ 
mission demand 
that pipeline 
failures be reported. Previous­ 


ly only nine states 
required 
reports. 
Of the 150,000 miles of inter­ 
state pipelines, an alarming 60 
per cent is subject to no state 
regulation. 
The industry has 
established 
its 
own 
safety 
code, which is not mandatory 
and no enforcement provisions. 
Nevertheless all attempts 
by 
the Federal Power Commission 
to set uniform safety standards 
have been opposed by the oil and 
gas lobby. 
Note - 
Most common cause 
of pipe punctures have been 
farm implements and excava­ 
tion machinery. Second most 
reported cause has been corro­ 
sion. Of the latter, 
most in­ 
volved 
external corrosion 
which could have been spotted 
by federal inspectors. 
END OF ANTIMONOPOLY 
A backstage debate is taking 
place 
between 
White House 
strategists 
and Democratic 
senators which could kill the 
entire antimonopoly , program 
initiated 
by the late 
Sen. 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee. 
The White House has asked 
Sen. Phil Hart, Detroit Demo­ 
crat who Inherited the chair­ 
manship of Kefauver's 
anti- 
monopoly 
committee, 
to 
shift over to the 
Senate Ap­ 
propriations Committee. 
This is because LBJ antici­ 
pates trouble getting his great 
society 
program funded, and 
needs a loyal supporter such 
as Hart to back him up. 
However, if Hart shifts from 
the antimonopoly committee, 
which is part 
of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, his suc­ 
cessor will be Sen. Tom Dodd, 
D-Conn. Dodd has 
been 
a 
fairly consistent supporter of 
antimonopoly, except 
where 
Connecticut 
Insurance 
com­ 
panies are involved. Here he 
has practiced flagrant favori­ 
tism. 
There has been no real 
investigation 
of the Insurance 
companies by Dodd. Further­ 
more he has shown himself sus­ 
ceptible to doing favors 
tor 
corporations 
which contribute 
to him. 


If Hart makes the shift, th< 
excellent staff which he am 
Kefauver have built up wouli 
be dropped. 
White House emissaries hav< 
argued that Hart hasn't passe< 
a single piece of antitrust legis 
lation since he's been on the job 
This is true. It results parti 
from the fact that Hart is anic 
guy, 
not the relentless cru 
sader Kefauver was; but mor 
the fact that the big monopolie 
have stacked the antimonopol 
committee. 
Their chief friend on

EYES ON THE STATES 
Legislatures of 47 states will meet in 1967, 
shirting with those of California, Idaho, Mon­ 
tana, Ohio and Tennessee on Monday (Jan. 2). 
With legislatures of all but three states, Ken­ 
tucky, Mississippi, Virginia —mooting this year, 
a good deal of constitutional and other kinds of 
reform is being urged. Of the convening legis­ 
latures, 46 are apportioned substantially on pop­ 
ulation. 
Mrs. Robert J. Stuart, president of the League 
of Women Voters, is asking her membership to 
do two things: 
“ First, to step up their efforts 
to inform themselves and other citizens about 
the structure and function of their state govern­ 
ments, and second, to work on selected issues 
important to the people of their states and by 
concentrated attention see that legislative action 
on those issues is successfully concluded.” 
The LWV is no weak reed. Long before the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s 
one-man, one-vote decision 
was 
handed down, Leagues in more than 30 
states were lobbying for and stirring up com­ 
munity interest in reapportionment of the state 
lawmaking bodies. When the Dirksen amendment 
threatened the principle handed down by the high 
bench, Sen. Paul H. Douglas (D-Ill.) and others 
credited the League with rallying essential grass 
roots support for its defeat. 
The LWV is not, of course, the only group 
interested in legislative reform. Among study 
and action groups are the American Assembly, 
the Citizens Conference on State Legislatures, 
Advisory Commission on InterGovernmental Re­ 
lations, American Political Science Association, 
Committee for Economic Development, Council 
of State Governments, Eagleton Institute, Na­ 
tional Conference of State Legislative Leaders, 
National Legislative Conference, National Mu­ 
nicipal League, National Society of State Legis­ 
lators, Urban Studies Center, and the “new" U.S. 
Chandler of Commerce. 
No fewer than nine .national agencies, according 
to David II. Beetle, writing in The Nation, have 
nearly S4 million to spend on legislative reform 
in the next two or three years. “ Much of it,” 
Beetle reports, “ is Ford and Carnegie money." 
Because of their tax-exempt status, most if 
not ail of these agencies will have to lay out 
the foundation “funny money” - as it is called 
in the academic community - on education, 
study, and research. The LWV, conversely, suf­ 
fers no constraint against lobbying. 
Taxes will be a major concern for the 47 state 
legislatures meeting in 1967. Tax activity was 
slight this year, even though state tax collections 
increased by one-eighth. 
States* right tradi­ 
tionalists do not welcome the news, but state 
tax collections have almost doubledin six years, 
moving at a rate much faster than that of the 
federal government. 
A report issued on Dec. 19 by the bipartisan 
advisory Commission on Inter-governmental 
Relations, a high-level body of administration, 
congressional, and state and local officials, dis­ 
closed that 15 new taxes had been imposed since 
1959 and more than 200 rate increased had been 
enacted. 
All but eight of the states tax retail 
sales, and 33 tax personal income. 
Twenty- 
seven tax both. 
Many states enter the new year with operating- 
fund surpluses at hand or anticipated. But the 
Commission warns that state legislators and 
governors face “the hard choice between politi­ 
cally popular tax reduction proposals and the 
pressures to spend state funds in order to chip 
away at the backlog of unmet public needs.”

RURAL ELECTRIC BANK 
CALLS 
FOR 
TAXPAYER 
FUNDS 
Over 98% 
of all rural areas 
are served by e le c trify , 
and 
privately 
owned power com­ 
panies can provide additional 
service in the future. 
Why, then, is 
it 
necessary 
to create a multi-billion dollar 
Rural Electric Bank to 
make 
low-rate loans to tax-exempt 
rural electric cooperatives, the 
National Association of Manu­ 
facturers has asked Congress. 
In a statement filed with the 
Senate Subcommittee on Agri­ 
cultural Credit 
and 
Rural 
Electrification, NAM said that 
the purpose of the bill propos­ 
ing this is to make rural coop­ 
eratives less dependent on gov­ 
ernment financing. 
Actually, 
NAM said, 
it would 
do 
the 
opposite. 
Low-rate Lending 
Despite 
the 
legislation's 
stated aim 
to make the bank 
“ privately owned, operated and 
financed,” the 
Association 
pointed 
out 
that 
the 
Bank 
would be financed by an initial 
$750 million advance from the 
U.S. Treasury. The Bank would 
pay no interest on this money. 
There 
is no timetable for its 
repayment, other than a pro­ 
vision that the first installment 
could not be paid before 1981. 
If the 
Bank ran a deficit, 
It 
could borrow more money with­ 
out 
limit 
and 
without Con­ 
gressional appropriation. 
In addition, the present low- 
rate 2% loan program of the 
Rural Electrification Adminis­ 
tration would continue. “ Loans 
could also be 
made by 
the 
Bank for the construction 
of 
generating 
and transm ission 
facilities and for the acquisi­ 
tion 
of 
facilities 
owned by 
municipalities 
or 
investor- 
owned companies,” NAM said. 
Bank Not Needed 
“ Although we 
endorse 
the 
objective 
of 
shifting 
the fi­ 
nancing of 
the 
appropriate 
function of rural electric coop­ 
eratives from a subsidized gov­ 
ernment 
source 
to 
private 
sources, we cannot support the 
bill since it does not incorpo­ 
rate any effective steps In that 
direction but, to the contrary, 
moves greatly in the direction 
of further massive federal in­ 
volvement in this type of lend­ 
ing activity.” 
It is unwise and unnecessary 
to use 
tax money to do a job 
that can be done by tax-paying 
electric companies, NAM said. 
“ Moreover, 
there is no in­ 
dication that the 
appropriate 
functions of rural electric coop­ 
eratives 
over 
forthcoming 
years would require financing 
on the scale contemplated. The 
pressures and temptations 
to 
use this money to build giant 
tax-exempt 
generating 
and 
transm ission 
facilities, which 
would 
unfairly compete with 
tax-paying electric companies, 
would be well-nigh 
irresist­ 
ible,” the state said.

Natchitoches, L a., last year 
killed 17 
and 
Injured three. 
The exploding 
gas sent three 
heavy chunks of metal hurtling 
distances of 130 
feet to 350 
feet and dug a crater 27 feet 
long, 20 feet wide and IO feet 
deep. 
In Fairfax. Va., a 
suburb 
of the nation's capital, a stuck 
valve 
at a tank farm recently 
allowed 90,000 gallons of Ugh- 
octane gasoline toescape.T his 
inflammable 
and 
explosive 
flood 
poured 
down a storm 
drain, flowed through the sew­ 
age system , endangering sev­ 
eral homes in the area and fin­ 
ally wound up in a three • acre 
pond at the A rm y -NavyCoun­ 
try Club where the nation's top 
generals and adm irals relax.

Warren P. Knowles of Wiscon­ 
sin and Stan Hataway of Wyom­ 
ing. 


Romney, 59, the first Michi­ 
gan governor elected to a third 
term , called for a government 
directed "by those who put the 
public trust above all personal 
consideration.” 
TTien, in what some interpret­ 
ed as a jab at President John! 
son’s "Great Society,” he said 
"the people recognize the lim i­ 
tations of efforts to improve the 


lives of men and their society 
by material means alone.” 
"The people feel the stifling 
consequences of over • cen­ 
tralization, conformity, 
mani­

and arbi­

power, 
whether public or private,” he 
added at the Lansing cerem ony. 
Rockfeller, 58, who projected 
the "Just Society” concept at 
his Albany, N.Y., inaugural, 
often has renounced any 1968 
presidential ambitions.

Reagan, meanwhile, appeared 
before

But he said he believes in 
three independent branches of 
government and in "the legisla­ 
ture's right to legislate.”

different hackKrounds, but they shared one thinu: in com­ 
mon- a love of freedom. 
To them, this freedom was worth as much as lite it­ 
self. It is often worthwhile for Americans of this day 
and age to reflect on the contributions our forefatheis 
made in order to preserve the ideals many of us now 
take for p an ted. 
Thomas Paine, an Englishman by 
birth and the son of a poor family, 
fled to America in 1774 to escape the 
tyranny if Kinic George III. Fatly 
in 177f>, Paine wrote 
a 
pamphlet, 
"C 'm m rn Sense,” which had a tre­ 
mendous effect in crystallizing colo­ 
nial opinion and bringing about the 
Declaration of Independence. 
Throughout the w’ar, Paine wrote inspiring newspaper 
pieces which he titled “ The American Crisis,’ or simply 
the "C risis” papers. These two were a potent force in 
the cause of freedom. Paine’s writings sustained morale 
and created hope when American fortunes were at a 
low ebb. 
Patrick Henry, on the other hand, was a wealthy trial 
lawyer and land speculator just prior to the Revolution. 
Largely self-educated, he quickly became a leader among 
the citizens of Virginia and spoke out for individual free­ 
dom on every occasion available. 
As an orator, he had no equal. His words, “(Jive me 
liberty or give me death,” are familiar to all Americans. 
Today, we can learn much from these two men and 
the countless thousands like them. Our forefathers showed 
us the necessity of preserving our own freedom and shar­ 
ing it with others. 
As advocates of freedom, Thomas Paine and Patrick 
Henry never faltered in the belief that their cause was 
just and their duty clear. Their choice was freedom, ami 
they stuck to it.

ing Khrushchevas policies. 
WASHINGTON - The biggest 
foreign 
policy development to 
watch in the year 1967 is Che 
unofficial 
alignment 
be* 
tween 
the USA 
and 
the 
USSR. 
Despite public speeches in 
Moscow berating U. S. 
im ­ 
perialism 
in Vietnam, 
and 
despite speeches in Washing­ 
ton 
denouncing 
Communism, 
the Soviet and American 
gov­ 
ernments 
are 
deliberate­ 
ly 
settling 
into a groove 
in 
which the two would move to­ 
ward world peace. 
This 
has 
brought howls of 
anguish 
from Peking, 
where 
the radio alm ost every 
week 
denounces the Russians as the 
“ stooges 
fyjr Ainerteaji mili­ 
tary im perialists." 
Significantly the current poli­ 
cy 
is the one advocated 
by 
Nikita Khrushchev 
but gen­ 
erally 
rejected by John 
F . 
Kennedy until near the end of 
his career. 
In August, 1961, during 
the 
height of the Berlin crisis, 
Khrushchev told me at the end 
of a 
two • day 
interview: 
"Please 
tell President Ken­ 
nedy that if 
our two nations 
can stand together, 
no nation 
can ever start a war.** 
He was 
referring chiefly to 
Red China. 
Kennedy did not take Khrush­ 
chev 
up on this offer until the 
summer of 1963, a few months 
before JFK was assassinated. 
Meanwhile, Khrushchev had his 
own problem s with the 
Red 
army and Russian defense in­ 
dustries. The latter are Just 
as demanding 
for orders 
as 
Boeing, General Dynamics and 
the 
big defense plants in the 
United States. They joined the 
army in 
objecting to Khrush­ 
chev's budget cuts and 
his 
withdrawal 
from Cuba during 
the m issile crisis without get­ 
ting any 
return concessions 
from the United States. 
Kennedy had exacted a tough 
price from Khrushchev in Cuba 
— a complete and ignominious 
withdrawal which was excellent 
for the Democratic party three 
weeks before an important con­ 
gressional election. 
But Khrushchev also freed 
political 
problems 
at home, 
and 
both Adali Stevenson and 
Averell Harriman urged Ken­ 
nedy 
to agree 
to withdraw 
American interm ediate-range 
m issiles from Turkey in order 
to 
pacify 
Khrushchev's do­ 
mestic c ritics. Tho Joint Chiefs 
of staff had recommended that 
these m issiles be withdrawn 
anyway as valueless. And they 
have now been withdrawn. But 
at that tim e — October, 1962— 
Kennedy refused to make any 
public 
statement 
linking the 
Russian withdrawl from Cuba 
with our 
m issile withdrawal 
from Turkey. 
BREZHNEV INCREASED 
SPENDING 
Leonid Brezhnev, who 
re­ 
placed Khrushchev, had 
the 
backing of the Red army and So­ 
viet defense Industries. Brezh­ 
nev, then 
Iii charge of Indus­ 
trial 
production, 
was 
con­ 
sidered a sure bet to Increase 
military spending. 
U. S. 
intelligence agencies 
have now verified what I 
re ­ 
ported In 1961, that Khrushchev 
had consistently opposed 
the 
Soviet Defense Loliby, Br Bl­ 
uey 
immediately boosted the 
defense I bidget by more 
titan 
SO |>er cent. U .S. intelligence 
now reports that the 12 billion 
ruble 
budget 
for 1965 was 
only half what the Soviet Union 
actually 
spent for defense. 
’’ ie results have now 
been 
photographed 
by 
American 
espionage satellites and show 
more than 300 new ICBM m is­ 


sile sites and the beginnings of 
an anti - missile m issile sys- 
tm . 
Tile political picture inside 
Russia is now 
fairly 
clear. 
Prem ier Alexei Kosygin, who 
fr vored consumer spending, as 
against military spending, has 
been out in front taking 
the 
bows, partly to placate the Rus­ 
sian people, also to placate the 
United States. But Brezhnev, 
who favored military spending, 
has been the power behind the 
scenes. 
Now that Russia has narrowed 
the missile 
gap down to about 
three to one favoring the United 
States, there are definite signs 
that the Soviet m ilitary budget 
Is being whittled down. 
American reports from Mos- 
cow 
Indicate that 
the recent

Llewellyn Thompson when

arrives in Moscow in January.

important, there's 
a 
move under way to secure co­ 
operation between the United 
States and Russia 
regarding 
foreign aid. In the past 
the 
United 
States 
lias dumped 
foreign ald 
all over 
tile 
world In competition 
with 
Moscow. This caused 
is 
recipients to get sm art. They 
started 
Communist 
move- 
' ments in order to scare 
the 
United 
States 
into 
sending 
more 
aid; 
and they started 
capitalist 
movements 
bi 
order to scare Moscow into 
sending more aid. 
Already 
there 
have 
been 
talks 
between U .S . and Soviet 
diplomats 
in Affica 
aimed at 
cooperation, in order to block 
Chinese 
influence. 
One of 
Peking's 
chief aim s 
was to 
penetrate the relatively 
un­ 
derdeveloped, unpopulated con­ 
tinent of Africa. This has now 
pretty well evaporated, thanks 
in part to the leadership of 
form er Assistant Secretary of 
State G. Mennen W illiams, re­ 
cently 
defeated in the Michi­ 
gan senate race. 
There has also been cooper­ 
ation between the United States 
and Russia in India, in regard 
to both weapons 
and wheat. 
And you can look for 
more 
coo|>eration 
between Washing­ 
ton and Moscow in the distribu­ 
tion of foreign 
aid. It 
will 
bring howls of anguish from the 
ultra • right wing in the United 
States; also 
from Red China. 
But it will save the taxpayers 
a lot of money.

has 
murdered

least IO la te r officials in the 
past several years. 
The FBI, the Internal Revenue 
Service, tin* Narcotics Bureau, 
the Labor Dept.'s 
compliance 
division and the others in the 
' ‘community" are under strict 
orders from Acting 
Attorney 
General 
Clark not to spike, 
bug or tap 
unless it

place them.

True 
the 
latter is 
an in­ 
vasion of privacy. 
But 
so is 
the inform er. It 
all depends on whose privacy 
is gored and what 
sacrifices 
the public 
is

to 
chance making in exchange for 
modern protection 
against 
modern crim e. 
And the people will have their 
opportunity to make so sensi­ 
tive a decision 
soon enough. 
Within 60 or 90 days a series 
of indictments on the

front will make the headlines. 
Then Ilk1 question of whether 
it was worth it can be decided 
— in the courts and in 
the 
market place.

— True to the motto "The Big 
Red One takes care of its own," 
men of the U £ . 1st Division 
have raised more titan $50,000 
from poker, dice and beer blasts 
to help send sons of fallen com* 
lades to college. 
A dozen scholarships already 
have l>een awarded with money 
collected 
in 
the 
lu st four 
months and 80 more a re being 
processed. 
The scholarship fund was in* 
spired by the heroism of Sgt. 
Ralph Nunez of San P edro,Cill. 
whose reconnaissance 
patrol 
was ambushed by the Viet Cong 
in the jungles of War ZnneC. 
Before he died, Nunez saved 
the lives of his comrades by ra­ 
dioing the forward 
a ir 
con* 
tro ller to call In an a ir strike. 
"My husband was very proud 
of his outfit, he loved the Big 
Red One,” his widow wrote 
Ma J. Gen, William E. DePuy, 
the division commander. "Like 
your men and many others bi 
Vietnam, lie did not die bi vain. 
My heart aches for my three 
young sons. Erie, the oldest, 
who is four, one day will tie told 
why his father did not return to 
u s." 


DePuy and his aides decided 
to do something for survivors of 
the more than 900 1st Division 
infantrymen 
who 
liave 
u*en 
killed since the outfit arrived in 
Vietnam a year and a luilf ago. 
"F o r once bittie 196-year his* 
tory of the Army, w e're doing 
something for tin* people who 


COON AND SNIPE 
HUNTING 
When I was a boy two activi­ 
ties in the deep woods were very 
popular with men and boys. One 
was coon hunting. The other was 
snipe hunting. 
In those days there was little 
or no market for coon pelts, 
so Instead of hunting those game 
anim als for the money that could 
be earned, men and boys - and 
dogs - hunted them for the fun 
which 
followed 
when a con­ 
nection could be formed be­ 
tween coon and dog. Moonlight 
nights always were selected for 
the 
hunt. 
Several axes and 
several dogs were taken along. 
Thus, when a coon could not be 
dislodged from a tree by nim­ 
ble 
clim bers, the tree 
was 
chopped down. 
Scores of the 
finest 
forest 
trees 
were 
destroyed In 
Monroe 
County 
most 
every 
season because 
coons had taken refuge in them 
as the hunters approached. 
To fell one of those trees was 
no sm all task. 
In fact, two or 
three hours of hard chopping by- 
expert axmen was required. As 
for the owners, nobody 
ever 
thought of asking their consent. 
No sooner would the tree crash 
to the ground than hunters and 
dogs closed in on the coon. The 
fight which followed more than 
compensated for all the labor 
and effort that had gone before. 
Eager dogs always found In the 
coon a worthy foe. Usually, he 
could hold his own with most 
any dog in the pack, provided 
the other dogs were held back 
In order to give him a sporting 
chance. 
Nothing was quite so em bar­ 
rassing to a hunter as to see his 
dog 
turn tail and go yelping 
away after the coon had gotten 
the hest of him. By turning dogs 
loose one at a time the contest 
could be prolonged until 
the 
game 
coon was worn out and 
killed. 
Two or three tim es during the 
winter a coon fight would 
be 
staged In M argreiter’s Hall in 
Paris, where the Did Fellows 
Hall now is. An admission fee 
would be charged. 
My father 
always attended and would take 
all his boys. As sportlng events 
these town coon fights provided 
more excitement than those out 
in the woods. This was because 
dog 
owners 
and spectators 
usually became Involved before 
the evening was over. 
Men and boys would tie herded 
around 
the walls, leaving the 
center of the hall for coon and 
dog. 
Human fights would be 
provoked by efforts of an owner 
to assist his dog or to rescue 
it when the coon was getting the 
best of it. 
Snipe hunting, I believe has be­ 
come a lost art. Nothing elese 
provided quite so much mirth 
for the local community. Four 
things were required for a snipe 
hunt. 
F irst, a greenhorn from 
the city, second, two candles, 
third, a board on which to set 
the candles, fourth, a bag for the 
snipe. 
As a prelim inary, however, it 
was necessary for local con­ 
spirators to talk snipe hunting 
In the presence of the city slick­ 
e r. 
This fired him with zeal 
for 
the sport. 
Then, having 
worked him to a high pitch of 
anticipation, the conspirators 
would choose a very dark night 
for the hunt and Invite him to go 
along. 
In wagons the hunters would 
drive several miles Into the 
country, then walk two or three 
m iles 
through pastures 
and 
brush into the iieart of distant 
deep woods. 
The board would 
be placed flat on the ground. 
A lighted candle would be set at 
each end of It. The greenhorn 
would crouch behind the board 
and hold the opened sack In 


stead, they made a bee line to 
their wagon and hurried back 
to town. 
The city man usually 
remained on the Job until 
the 
candles 
burned 
out. 
Then, 
thinking his companions had be­ 
come lost, he would shout him­ 
self hoarse in an effort to lo­ 
cate them. 
Finally, he would 
give up and start back to town 
on foot. 
Usually he would get 
lost and spend the balance of the 
night wandering around in c ir­ 
cles. 
At daybreak he would 
totter up to some farm house, 
where he would be given 
a 
good breakfast and directions 
to his destination. Along about 
noon, worn out and liedraggled, 
he would get back to town, only 
to find all the citizenry waiting 
to greet him with ribald laugh­ 
ter. 
It was further proof that there 
really was one greener thing 
than a country man in a big 
city, that being a city man out 
in 
the 
country. 
The victim 
usually joined the conspirators 
and 
helped 
at the job 
of 
Interesting another city visitor 
in the thrilling sport of snipe 
hunting.

That Amendment reads: 
“Section I. The right of citi­ 
zens of the United States to vote 
in any primary or other elec­ 
tion for President of Vice Pres­ 
ident, for electors for Presi­ 
dent or Vice President, or for 
Senator or Representative in 
Congress, shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States 
or any State 
by reason of 
failure to pay any poll tax or 
other tax.

2. The Congress 
shall lave power to enforce this 
article by appropriate legisla­ 
tion.” 
The most casual reading of 
this Amendment indicates that 
the A mendment in no way pre­ 
vents the States from making

Ruby denied knowing Oswald, 
and he denied personally know­ 
ing Dallas Police Patrol man 
JJ). Tlppit whom Oswald also 
was accused of shooting to 
death on an Oak Cliff Street 
soon after President Kennedy 
was killed. 
Since being taken to the hospi­ 
tal, Ruby had insisted on anoth­ 
er lie detector test in an effort 
to prove there was no conspira­ 
cy. Experts and doctors said the 
advanced state of his cancer 
prevented the test from liaving 
validity. 
Ruby had been only semisuc- 
cesSful when he shot Oswald 
and was thrown to the floor by 
Dallas police. 
At 52, Ruby was known as the 
operator of the Carousel Club, a 
tough guy who acted as his own 
bouncer and would throw you 
out if you “ looked at the girls 
wrong** and a “ Damon Runyon 
type who would give you the 
shirt off his back.*’ 
He usually carried a pistol, 
friends said, but had never been 
known to use it until he darted 
between Oswalds’police escorts 
and shot him once in the abdo. 
men. 
Ruby, friends and enemies 
alike agreed, was a man who 
wanted to attain ‘‘class,** a 
word he used frequently in d° 
scribing people who im pressed 
him. 
George Senator, who shared 
an Oak Cliff apartment with 
Ruby when the Oswald killing 
occurred, said Ruby never took 
any part in politics. “ I doubt if 
he ever voted much,** Senator 
said. 
But when Ruby was asked 
why he killed Oswald, he said 
it was to spare Mrs. John F. 
Kennedy the anguish of having 


to go back to Dallas for Os­ 
wald's murder trial. 
He wanted peace for Mrs. 
Kennedy, he said. 
One of his sisters said, “ Jack 
died peacefully.** She said she 
had visited Ruby at 9 a.m. and 
at that time he was sleeping 
peacefully. 
M rs. Grant, Earl 
Ruby and Dallas lawyer Phil 
Burleson had visited him. 
After Ruby made his state­ 
ment to the W arren Commis­ 
sion representatives, there was 
still doubt In 
many minds. 
When books and periodicals 
began dwelling on the jxjint, and 
some said flatly that Ruby knew 
Oswald, that Ruby was a friend 
of Tlppit and that the assassi­ 
nation was planned by a huge 
group of conspirators, Ruby 
asked the second lie detector 
test 
Then only over the last week­ 
end, it was revealed that one of 
Ruby's last acts was to record 
another statement denying any 
conspiracy. 
A Dallas jury sentenced Ruby 
to death after a stormy, month­ 
long trial before Dist. Judge Joe 
B. Brown in M a r c h 1964. But the 
Texas Court of Criminal Ap­ 
peals overturned the conviction 
last October. 
A new trial was scheduled for 
Wichita Falls, Tex., tentatively 
in February.

V isitors w ere ra re a fte r Ruby 
was jailed. He was inaccessible 
except to his tomQy, law yers 
and investigators. 
One visitor in the county jaQ 


was Chief Justice Earl Warren, 
who was present when Ruby 
was given a lie detector (poly­ 
graph) test. In the test, Ruby 
denied that there was any con­ 
spiracy connecting him with the 
assassination of President John 
F . Kennedy. 
Ruby denied knowing Oswald, 
and he denied personally know­ 
ing Dallas 
Police Patrolman 
J J ). Tippit whom Oswald also 
was 
accused of shooting to 
death on an Oak Cliff Street 
soon after President Kennedy 
was killed. 
Since tieing taken to the hospi­ 
tal, Ruby Iud insisted on anoth­ 
er lie detector test in an effort 
to prove there was no conspira­ 
cy. Experts and doctors said the 
advanced state of his cancer 
prevented the test from having 
validity. 
Ruby had been only semi suc­ 
cessful when he shot Oswald 
and was thrown to the Goer by 
Dallas police. 
At 52, Ruby was known as the 
operator of the Carousel Club,a 
tough guy who acted as his own 
bouncer and would throw you 
out lf you "looked at the girls 
wrong** and a "Damon Runyon 
type who would give you the 
shirt off Ids back.** 
He usually carried a pistol, 
friends said, but had never been 
known to use it untU he darted 
between Oswalds' police escorts 
and shot him once in the abdo­ 
men. 
Ruby, friends and enem ies 
alike agreed, was a man who 
wanted to attain 
"class,** a 
word he used frequently in d° 
scribing people who im pressed 
him. 
George Senator, who shared 
an Oak Cliff apartment with 
Ruby when the Oswald kUling 
occurred, said Ruby never took 
any part in politics. "I doubt if 
he ever voted much,** Senator 
said. 
But when Ruby was asked 
why he kUled Oswald, he said 
it was to spare Mrs. John F. 
Kennedy the anguish of having 


to go tack to Dallas for Os­ 
wald’s murder trial. 
Ile wanted peace for Mrs. 
Kennedy, he said. 
One of his sisters said, "Jack 
died peacefully.** She said she 
had visited Ruby at 9 a.m . and 
at that time he was sleeping 
peacefully. 
Mrs. Grant, Earl 
Ruby and Dallas lawyer PhQ 
Burleson had visited him. 
After Ruby made his state­ 
ment to the Warren Commis­ 
sion representatives, there was 
still doubt in 
many minds. 
When books and periodicals 
began dwelling on the point, and 
som e said flatly that Ruby knew 
Oswald, that Ruby was a friend 
of Tippit and that the a ssa ssi­ 
nation was planned by a huge 
group of conspirators. Ruby 
asked the second lie detector 
test. 
, 
Then only over the last week­ 
end, It was revealed that one of 
Ruby’s last acts was to record 
another statement denying any 
conspiracy. 
A Dallas jury sentenced Ruby 
to death after a stormy, month­ 
long trial before Dist. Judge Joe 
B. Brown in March 1964. But the 
Texas Court of Criminal Ap­ 
peals overturned the conviction 
last October. 
A new trial was scheduled for 
Wichita Falls, Tex., tentatively 
in February.
